“Nine of the ten enemy supply ships 
were set on fire and sunk, One of tpese 
was an ammunition ship which blew 
up. The tenth enemy supply ship, a 
laden tanker of about 10.000 tons, was 
left blazing furiously. The ship was 
geen to be still burning ten hours later, 
and it is considered that she is a total 
loss. 
“Of the Italian warships, one de- 
stroyer was sunk and at least one 
other seriously damaged. One de- 
stroyer was seen to be in tow to-day. 

“No casualties or damage were 
suffered by H.M. ships in this engage- 
ment. When returning our ships were 
attacked by enemy torpedo-carrying 
aircraft, but the attack was*inffective, 
and Captain Agnew’s force has reached 
harbour unscathed from this brilliant 
exploit.”’ 

The Prime Minister has sent the 
following message to the Admiralty: 
‘* Many congratulations upon this most 
important and timely action, which 
gravely interrupts the enemy’s supply 
line to Africa, and impedes his long- 
boasted offensive against the Nile 
Valley. Pray convey my congratula- 
tions to all concerned.” - 

This is the biggest convoy sunk in 
the Mediterranean by the Royal Navy 
since Italy entered the war, says the 
Press Association.

THE MEN 

Captain W. G. Agnew, of the 
Aurora, who led the action. is a gun- 
nery specialist. In 1938 he was ap 
pointed in command of the seaplane 
carrier Pegasus, after 27 years in the 
Navy. He went to sea from Wart- 
mouth at the outbreak of the Great 
War, and was a midshipman in the 
battleships Glory and Royal Oak, ad 
Sub-Lieutenant of the destroyer Skil- 
ful. “ After being selected to specialise 
in gunnery, in 1923 became gunnery 
officer of the cruiser Durban and of 
the Queen Elizabeth, from which he 
was promoted to Commander in 1932. 
Subsequently he served in the Training 
and Staff Duties Division, but m 1936 
returned to the Queen Elizabeth as 
executive officer. He has played Rugby 
for the Navy. 

Captain A. D. Nicholl has spent 27 
years in the Navy since joining as a 
special-entry cadet shortly after the 
outbreak of the Great War. He was 
promoted Commander in 1932, became 
Director of Naval Intelligencesin the 
Australian Navy for the next two 
years, and in December, 1936, was 
appointed Nuval Assistant Secretary to 
the Committee of Imperial Defence.

A GOOD JOB 

Muintir na Tire was doing a job of 
work which only could be done locally. 
It was the building up of the charac- 
ter of the people on the basis of self- 
reliance, and was working for what 
was the basis of all character— 
honesty, truth, fair dealing, and a 
spirit of ‘‘live and let live.” 

He desired very much that Muintir 
na Tire should prove a success, and, 
as one who had a large experience of 
organisations, he would suggest to 
Father Hayes that he should not be 
in any hurry to establish a Central 
National Council. 

The Rev. E. J. Coyne, S§.J., said 
that history proved that nations which 
looxed for their vitality to the central 
authority were doomed.

BRITISH SHIPS 
SUNK 


GERMAN REPORT 

BERLIN, Sunday.—To-day’s German 
High Command communiqué, dated 
from the Fuehrer’s Headquarters, 
states :— 

“In the fight against British shipping 
the Luftwaffe was particularly success- 
ful last night. Bomber ‘planes sank, 
out of convoys off the English and 
Scottish east coast, six enemy merchant | 
ships, including a large tanker, total- 
ling 38,000 tons. In the waters of the 
Faroe Islands a small freighter was 
destroyed during the “ by bombs. 

‘* During the night of November 8 
dive-bombers bombed the port instal- 
lations of Dover with bombs of heavy 
calibre. Several extensive fires were 
caused, 

‘* During an attempt yesterday on 
occupied territories on the Channel 
coast the R.A.F. again suffered heavy 
losses. In violent air combat our 
fighters shot down 23 enemy ‘planes, 
and A.-A, guns shot down two. 

“Last night British bombers 
attacked Western Germany. There 
were a few casualties among the 
civilian population. Nine of the 
attacking ‘planes were shot. down.’’— 
(Reuter. ) j

THE R.A.F.'s greatest 36- 
hours’ offensive of the war 
came to a climax on Saturday 
night with blows at the centre 
of the German arms industry in 
Essen and other Ruhr towns, 
states the Press Association. 


The attack followed heavy day and 
night raids on the Western front, in 
which” between 600 and 800 bombers 
and fighters are estimated to have 
taken part, and widespread activity in 
the Mediterranean. 

This time there was no sudden 
change in the weather over Germany 
—mainly responsible for the loss of 37 
machines in Friday night’s attack— 
and soon the clear skies over the Ruhr 
were lit by great fires. Crews of 
bombers wending their way home early 
could see the glare for many miles. 

For some towns in the Ruhr it was 
their second night’s attack in succes- 
sion since héavy bombs were dropped 
on the area in Friday's operations. 
The Essen attack was pressed home in 
face of a blaze of light from hundreds 
of searchlights—as many as 80 grouped 
in a single cone—and an intense 
barrage. Eight bombers are missing. 


THE RAIDS 


Fhese were the earlier stages of the 
offénsive :— 

GERMAN Y—300-500 raiders dropped 
a heavy bomb load on Berlin, Cologne, 
Mannheim and other cities on Friday 
am -Many of the 37 unissing..‘plen 
are believed to have been forced down 
by icing and lack of petrol, and a 
number of crews are reported sufe in 
Sweden, Switzerland and elsewhere. 

NORTHERN FRANCE—At least 
300 fighters and “ Hurri-bombers ”’ 
were in operation at one time on 
Saturday. In a great battle with 
large forces of Messerschmidts 15 
British fighters (one pilot safe) and 
four German were shot down, but the 
bombers went through to attack two 
factories working for the Germans. 

MEDITERRANEAN. — Following 
Thursday night’s new raid on Naples, 
Middle East bombers struc’ at the 
Italian mainland again early on Satur- 
day morning with a three-and-a-half 
hours’ raid on Brindisi. A convoy was 
attacked in the Central Mediterranean 
and a merchantman received a direct 
hit. Benghazi was raided in daylight 
or. hekabday for the second time in a 
few hours, and hombers were active in 
Cyrenaica.—(Press Association.) 


ATTACK ON BRINDISI 


The British Air Ministry News Ser- 
vice, describing the R.A.F. attack on 
Brindisi, said :—‘‘ Their principal objec- 
tives were the railway marshalling 
yards and an aircraft factory. Each 
attack by our aircraft started a series 
of fires, which were added to by follow- 
ing aircraft. One pilot stated that he 
saw twenty fires growing in size as he 
left. Several bombs hit the factory, 
and others fell in and near fires which 
were well under way when the last air- 
craft turned for home. 

Yesterday's official [Italian com- 
muniqué stated :— ' During the raid on 
Brindisi, mentioned in yesterday's 
bulletin, the A.A. defences shot down 
three enemy ‘planes. 

‘Last night there were further raids 
on Sicily and Southern Italy. In Naples 
there’ was some damage to civilian 
buildings, and fires, which were quickly 
extinguished. There were two killed 
and four wounded among the popula- 
tion. One enemy 'plane was shot down 
and fell into the sea.” 


SUEZ AREA RAIDED 


The Egyptian Ministry of the Interior 
issued , the following communiqué 
yesterday in Cairo :— 

‘In the course of an‘air raid in the 
Suez Canal area early this morning a 
few bombs were dropped, causing 
damage to property, but no casualties. 
Alerts were sounded in Cairo, Alexan- 
dria and in several provinces.’’— 
(Reuter. ) 


91 R.A.F. "PLANES LOST 


LAST WEEK 


The RAF. last week Jost 55 
bombers and 26 fighters in Western 
Europe, and 10 aircraft in the Middle 


East, making a total of 91 machines,

FREE OF INTEREST 


LOUNDON, Sunday. 

The text of the letters exchanged by 
President Roosevelt and M. Stalin 
arranging the £250,000,000 United 
States Loan for Russia were given by 
Moscow radio to-day. 

President Roosevelt, in his letter 
dated 20th October, stated: ' 1 have 
given orders for the acceleration, as far 
as possible, of the despatch of raw 
materials, which shall take place at 
once, as far as possible, in the largest 
quantities. In order to obviate possible

realisation of orders up to the sum of 
one milliard dollars, on the basis of the 
Lease and Lend Bill, or as armament 
credits. If the Government of the 
U.8.8.R. will agree to this, I suggest 
that on the debt incurred as a result 
no interest shall be charged, and that 
the Soviet Government shall start 
covering the debt by payments five 


, years after the end of the war, so 


that these payments should end after 
a term of ten vears. I hope that. your 
Government will take measures to sell 
us the raw materials in its possession, 
and goods of which the U.S.A. may be 
urgently in need.”’ 


RAW MATERIALS 


In M. Stalin’s reply the offer of the 
loan ‘‘1s welcomed by .the Soviet Go- 
vernment as being of exceptional as- 
sistance to the Soviet Union in its 
gigantic and difficult war with our 
common enemy—sanguinary Hitlerism.”’ 
Accepting the terins offered, Stalin 
adds:—‘‘ The Government of the 
U.S.S.R. is ready to make all the 
necessary efforts to deliver to the 
U.S.A. such goods: and raw materials 
as it possesses and which the U.S.A. 
may need.” 

Replying to the suggestion of Mr. 
Roosevelt that he ‘should not 
hesitate ’’ to contact the President per- 
sonally if he thinks it necessary, Stalin 
says: ‘‘I have pleasure in agreeing to 
this wish, and am ready for my part 
to do everything possible for the ful- 
filment of the same.” - 


JAPANESE OFFICES 
CLOSING 


TOKYO, Sunday.—The branches of 
the Japanese Trade Information Office 
at Houston and Chicago, which have 
been active in promoting trade between 
Japan and the United States, have 
been ordered to close, according to a 
message from San Francisco. This 
measure leaves only the San Francisco 
branch office open in the United States. 
— (Reuter. ) 


GERMANS BOMB CHAD 
FRONTIER POST 


A raid by a single German bomber— 
presumably from i ra the Chad- 
Libyan frontier post of Aozou,in French 
Equatorial Africa, was announced by 
de Gaullist headquarters in London 
yesterday. The casualties were a 
rench N.C.O. seriously wounded, two 
natives killed and several injured. 

‘A few days earlier, the announcement 
stated, a German reconnaissance ‘plane 
machine-gunned the post, killing a 
native soldier and flew away north 
towards Libya, over the Tibesti moun- 
tains. If the raiders operated from the 
Libyan coast, round trips of about 
1,600 miles would be involved. The 
Tibesti mountains rise to 11,000 feet.— 
(P.A.)

FATALITY 


Mr. Clive V. Ruskell, of Bally- 
richard, Arklow, Co. Wicklow, died 
on Saturday last as the result of a 
shooting accident.

HERR HITLER’S 
WAR REVIEW 


| “FATE OF EUROPE IS 
BEING DECIDED” 


BERLIN, Sunday. — Herr 

Hitler, addressing the Old 
Guard in the beer cellar at 
Munich on Saturday, to com- 
memorate the unsu 
meá of 1923, said: '' Never 
as a gigantic empire 
smashed in a shorter period 
than has Soviet Russia this 
time, according to the German 
News Agency. 

Claiming that the Germans had cap- 
tured 3,600,000 Soviet prisoners, he 


said: ‘‘If I assume that in Russia, as 


tin Germany, the ratio of killed to 


wounded.is one to three or four, then 
we arrive at the result that there is a 
total loss of at least 8,000,000 to 
10,000,000 Soviet soldiers, not counting 
the slightly wounded. No army can 
recover from such losses, not even the 
Russians. In addition, we have so far 
occupied 1,670,000 square kilometres of 
territory. That represents an area, 
roughly, three or -r times as large 
as France and about five times as large 
as England. This area includes about 
60 to 75 per cent. of all industries and 
Yaw materials in Russia.”’ 

Herr Hitler gave the Soviet losses in 
war material as 15,000 ‘planes, 22,000 
tanks and 27,000 guns. 

Referring to the situation on the 
Leningrad front, he said: ‘‘We are 
now on the defensive and the other side 
must attempt to break through. [ 
shall certainly not sacrifice one more 
man than 1s absolutely necessary. The 
city is encirck and no one will ever 
free it: it will fall into our hands even 
if it is only as a heap of ruins. I 
have no interest in Leningrad as a city, 
but only in the destruction of the in 
dustrial centre of Leningrad. If it 
pleases the Russians to blow up their 
cities they will: save us some work. 
Considerations of prestige are of no im- 
portance whatever to us. 

‘If it is asked, for instance, why 
do we not march now. we answer that 
it is because it is raining at the 
moment or snowing, or, perhaps, 
because we ha not yet completed the 
railway lines. The pace of this ad- 
vance is not determined by those 
wonderful British strategists who de- 
termine the pace of their retreat. We 
alone decide it.” 

Claims of enemy propaganda regard- 
ing the possibility of disorder and 
revolts in Germany and in the occu- 
pied territories were absurd and un- 
founded, he said. ‘‘Anything is con- 
ceivable except one . thing—namely, 
that Germany would ever capitulate. 
The struggle may continue any.length 
of time. but the last battalion on the 
field will be a German one. 


“ COME ON” 


“If it pleases the Enclish to start 
am offensive, be it in Norway, on our 
i an coast or im the “Netherlands; 
Belgium or France, we can only say: 
‘Come on, but you will retire more 
guickly than you came.’”’ : 

Herr Hitler said : '' President Roose- 
velt has ordered his ships to shoot as 
soon as they see German ships. I have 
ordered German ships not to shoot 
when they see American ships, but to 
defend themselves as soon as they are 
attacked. 

President Roosevelt’s statements 
that there existed German plans for 
the partition of South America and 
the abolition of all religions were dis- 
missed as “‘childish nonsense.” ‘‘In the 
German Reich and according to our 
ideas everyone wins salvation in his 
own fashion.” The Duce, he knew, re- 
garded the war in the same light as 
Germany did. ‘‘ His country, too, is 
poor and over-populated always at a 
disadvantage not knowing whence its 
daily beid shall come. The Duce and 
I have made a vow, and no power on 
earth can break it. A whole series of 
European States have joined us. At 
the end of this year we may well say 
that the greatest danger has already 
been averted by this European front. 
We need not have any doubt that at 
this time the fate of Europe is bemg 
decided for the next thousand years ” 

After recapitulating successive 
attempts to conclude peace ‘with 
Britain, he described the main dangers 
as “ England inspired by international 
Jewrv and the Soviet Union, also led 
by Jews.”’

PLANS FOR RUSSIA 


“Tt will be a real salvation for 
Europe not only when this danger dis- 
appears, but also when the abundance 
of that soil is used for the benefit of 
Europe. Perhaps for the first time with 
one common understanding, the whole 
of Europe is fighting. against this 
Mongol State of a second Genghis Khan 
as they once fought against the Huns. 
The aim of this fight is first, and above 
all, the destruction of the enemy s 
power, and, secondly, the occupation of 
the enemy’s sources of supply of 
ammunition and food.

GERMAN CLAIMS 


BERLIN, Sunday—‘‘Desperate Soviet 
counter-attacks’’ on the Leningrad 
front were mentioned by a High Com- 
mand spokesman to-night. He claimed 
that the attacks were effectively broken 
up by German artillery fire.

By breaking through this well- 
prepared Soviet position it opened the 
way for German units following in its 
wake. The Russians had heavy losses 
in men and material.

MOSCOW DEFENCES 


MOSCOW, Sunday.—In a review of 
the situation on the central (Moscow) 
front a war correspondent of Prurda 
says:—‘‘In an attempt to annihilate 
ithe enemy grouping in. the.

SOVIET COMMUNIQUE

President Roosevelt and the United 


remarkable speed during the past week. 
It was a foregone conclusion that Congress 
would consent to abolish the section of the 
Neutrality Act which forbids the arming 
of American merchantmen; but most 
people assumed that, having gained ao 
much, the President would take a rest for 
the time being. Instead, Saturday njorn- 
ing brought news that the Senate already 
had agreed to let American ships into the 
‘‘war sones,” and there is little doubt 
that the House of Representatives will 
follow suit very soon. Américans are not 
-ignorant of the risk to which this action 
will expose them. The ban on the use of 
| American ships for carrying munitions to 
Great Britain was represented during the 
debates on the Neutrality Bill, at the 
outset of war, as virtually the chief safe- 
guard of the United States’ neutrality. 
Once it disappears, any American vessel 
is liable to be sunk at gight by ' Axis 
submarines or dive-bombers : “ incidents " 
are bound to multiply. The President’s 
plea, of course, is necessity. He points out 
that Great Britain and the Soviet Union 
need more munitions, and need them more 
rapidly, than ever; and, enormous as 
Britain’s merchant navy may be, it is not 
great enough to transport them. Unless, he 
argues, the Lease and Lend Act is to lose 
much of its real value, America must be 
prepared to send the goods in ships of her 
own, and, for that matter, to guard them 
with American ships of war. It remains 
to be seen how the President will interpret 
these new liberties. Will he establish a 
regular system of convoys between his own 
country and Great Britain—or even, as 
some people think, Archangel? It seems 
eminently probable. He has just arranged 
to furnish the Soviet Union with no less 
than £250,000,000 worth of raw materials 
in the form of a loan, and there is little 
likelihood that goods to such a value—or 
even to a fraction of such a value—can be 
transported in Russian vessels. The 
“ Red ’’ merchant fleet was never unduly 
large at the best of times. 

If the House of Representatives follows 


the Senate’s example, the Neutrality 
Act will be, to all intents and 
purposes, a dead letier. There will 


be nothing to prevent the President from 
affording all the aid in his power to any 
opponent of the “ Axis’’ States—nothing, 
‘that is to say, from the legal point of 
view. The next part of his task will be 
more difficult. America is producing 
munitions of war at high pressure, but 
the pressure is not yet enough for the 
fulfilment ‘ef the President's promises. 
Russia is due to receive £250,000,000 worth 
of raw materials; Great Britain has been 
assured of an even more costly supply of 
finished goods; China is crying aloud for 
American munitions. Over and above 
these demands, the United States has 
committed herself to a gigantic programme 
of rearmament on her own account—a 
programme that must be carried out at 
unprecedented speed. The shadow of 
Japan is dark over the Pacific, and 
President Roosevelt does not know when 
he may find two-thirds of his navy in 
action, with a corresponding demand for 
even more speed in production. Can he 
hope to have his country’s industey 
harnessed in time, or must he wait until 
the United States is actually in a 
‘‘ shooting war ” before her full resources 
can be mobilised? Perhaps, it is partly 
because he hopes to stimulate the great 
industries that he has consented to all the 
risks which are implicit in his revisions 
of the Neutrality Act. His doctrine may

Dublin’s Government 


Next April will witness revolutionary 
changes in Dublin’s system of local govern- 
ment. Management of the business of 
the City, the Dun Laoghaire, the Howth

For reasons 
which remain to be assigned, that plan of 
unified management will not be accom- 
panied by any gorresponding changes in 
‘the constitution or functions of the eight 
representative bodies that now share 
responsibility for the conduct of local ad- 
ministration. Consequently Mr. Hernon, 
with the help of two assistant managers, 
will find himself in the unenviable position 
of having to serve not two, but many, 
masters. In effect, he will become the 
managing director of eight separate 
concerns. We describe such tasks as 
unenviable. Might we not go further, 
and suggest that they seem to lie near 
the borderland of administrative impossi- 
bility? As some index to the magnitude 
and variety of the questions that call for 
the exercise of managerial authority we

than three years ago, was propounded by 
the Greater Dublin Tribunal, we now are 
driven to consider by what means the 
transitional plan to come into force next 
April can best be made the basis of a 
sounder and more lasting régime. To that 
end. we suggest that Mr. Hernon—with 
the consent and support of the Minister 
for Local Government—should go to the 
utmost limits that legislation will permit 
in taking steps to anticipate the amal- 
gamation of existing local authorities and 
the emergence of a single City and County 
Metropolitan Council. As a first step we 
urge that the Minister and the. Manager 
shall exercise their fullest powers to 
centralise and redistribute the present 
administrative and professional staffs of 
the several areas due to come under single 
managerial supervision. . The alternative 
clearly is the prolongation of conditions 
in which four independent bodies of expert 
advisers proceed with the formulation and 
execution of schemes under the Town and 
Regional Planning Acts and the Unem- 
ployment Relief Wotks Act As we 
apprehend the position and prospects, 


nothing less uncompromising than steps 
to centralise, and then—through the 
agency of assistant managers—to de- 


centralise the work of administration can 
hold out prospects of escape from further 
conditions of “ low visibility ” and need- 
less confusion in the whole sphere of 
metropolitan management. If conditions 
were normal, the need of such steps should 
be sufficiently clear. In the present 
conditions, when the country faces exigent 
needs to prepare for planned works of 
post-war reconstruction—and inevitable 
additions to the many millions of pounds 
which now Pass yearly through the hands 
of Dmblin’s local sauthorities—a really 
drastic scheme of administrative re- 
organisation has become an imperative 
necensi ty.

Last year G34 expectant and nursing 
mothers received meals and baby requisites 
from the St. John Ambulance Brigade, which 
has been helping poor mothers in Dublin 
since 1925. Outlming the Brigade’s work :n 
this connection, Sir John Lumsden, Com- 
missioner of the Brigade, in an appea! from 
the Dublin radio station last night, said that 
the Welfare Department was begun in 1925, 
with twenty mothers attending, and at 
present from 250 to 300 women attended 
daily at three Brigade rooms in the city. A 
set of baby clothes and some for herse!f were 
given to each mother of a new baby, and for 
£4 a mother could be helped through a 
critical period and a healthy baby born. 

Communal kitchens did not relieve the 
work, because the diets of mothers end 
children were special. Tests before and after 
ithe courses of diet showed that the women 
improved. He wished they could extend the 
Brigade activities to other districts where 
there was great need, and he invited listeners 
te visit the dining rooms of the Brigade. A 
present of fuel, he said, was given at Christ- 
mas.to mothers registered on the books.

CHURCHILL “THE OLD 
WAR HORSE” 


Sooner or later 100,000 guns will be 
deployed against. Britain; for London 
is the only capital where the Germans 
can get final peace. Lord Beaverbrook, 
Minister of Supply, underlined this 
rim warning at Manchester on Satur- 
ay, when, through Trade Council 
delegates from seven northern counties, 
he issued a new angen to the arms 
workers of Britain for a yet greater 
output than the created in 
October. 

‘If we withstand the temptation to 
turn aside from our dedication to 
victory, I am convinced that the day 
of vengeance is near at hand—the day 
of wrath for the enemy.”’

HELP FOR RUSSIA 


He disclosed that in addition to 
tanks and ‘planes and raw material, 
Britain had sent to Russia wheat and 
sugar, and all the aluminium she had 
asked for. He had carefully ‘‘hoarded”’ 
that aluminium—he was a ‘‘ miser ” 
with it, but when, just before leaving 
for Moscow he consulted the Prime 
Minister about the Soviet request, Mr. 
Churchill replied: “ Give it.” Stalin 
showed joy and pleasure at the 
sacrifice, and, when told that Mr. 
Churchill was responsible, commented : 
“The old warlorse?”’ 

Lord Beaverbrook pointed out that 
as a result of dispersal the aircraft 
industry was so scattered that produc- 
tion could go on no matter how much 
they were attacked by the enemy. 

Lord Beaverbrook paid a warm tri- 
bute to Stalin. ‘‘ He is a great man. 
He has not got asthma—a reference to 
Lord “Mhoch taki own affliction—you 
can tell that because he smoxes so 
much—he is always smoking. The 
Russians are led well. a my 
faith in that man's leadership, and I 
believe in the Russian resistance. 

The Germans now had probably 
100,000 guns, or more—the most, for- 
midable armament that could be 
imagined. ‘‘ They have many tanks 
and a big fleet of aeroplanes ; but, most 
of all, watch in astonishment the 
gathering mass of guns. They are 
all pointed in the end at Britain. Re- 
member there is only one capital in 
the- world where the Germius can get 
final peace, and that capital is London. 
As long as we go von there 1s nc peace 
for the enemy. Therefore, rest 
assured that sooner or later the 100,000 


guns will be deployed against us ” 


DOUBTS 


HE “extraordinary lack of know- 
T ledge ” among parents—who, he 
said, seemed to think that the 
act of bearing a child presented them 
with the diploma of a professional 
parent—was referred to by Dr. Robert 
Collis when he spoke at the Conference 
of Christian Education in the Synod 
Hall, Christ Church place, Dublin, on 
Saturday. 

In point of fact, Dr. Collis said, the 
majority of parents that he knew were 
amateurs of the worst kind. It re- 
quired just as much training and intel- 
ligence—if not more—to be a parent 
as it did to be a Vice-Chancellor. 

Dr. Collis was speaking to the paper 
of a Vice-Chancellor. 

‘What we need for parents and 
schoolmasters is a little education, he 
said. ‘‘How many parents know any- 
thing about dietetics? How many 
mothers have sought any system of 
child guidance. How many parents 
know the difference between the con- 
scious development of a child of three, 
five, ten, fifteen or twenty? How can 
you expect to be able to deal with the 
problem of your daughters and sons as 
they pass through the various psycho- 
logical stages ’”’ 

r. Collis described the problem of 
education as a ‘‘sort of square.’’. The 
corners of this square consisted of the 
parent, the teacher, the doctor and the 
clergyman, and it was only by the 
inter-action of that square that the 
solution of the problem could be found. 
It was seldom, even in the modern 
world, that those four corners got 
together, and the Church was particu- 
larly out of touch with the question. 


THE DISCUSSION 


Professor T. Finnegal, Magee Col- 
lege, Londonderry, who followed Dr. 
Collis, asked how many doctors knew 
anything about dietetics and could ke 
consulted by parents on the matter. 
How many doctors knew anything 
about the psychology of children? 
Doctors would have to see that their 
own profession was organised on a 
proper basis and that they would get 
the kind of training to which Dr. 
Collis referred. 

Canon E. C. Hodges, B.D., also 

defended the parents, who, he said, 
had been ‘‘threatened and criticised ”’ 
to such a degree by the Church, the 
medical profession, the teachers, and 
probably the children themselves, that 
many of them had decided to give up 
the business. 
_ Another speaker, Mr. A. de G. Gaudin, 
headmaster of Dungannon’ Royal 
School, commented that the corners of 
Dr. Collis’s square were all men who 
had passed throúgh universities, and 
who had been subjected to higher 
education, and the fact that they could 
not find a solution to the problems 
which faced them seemed to indicate 
that there was something missing in 
the universities.

education. The public schools were 
making generous experiments, and 
deserved not criticism, but praise. 


THE DAY SCHOOL 


The suggestion that children should 
spend more time under the influence 
of the day school teacher, to whom 
more scope should be given, so that he 
might be on an equal basis to that of 
the parent, had been made by Mr. D. 
Lindsay Kier, Vice-Chancellor of 
Queen’s University, Belfast, in a paper, 
“The boy, the home, and the, school,”’ 
which the conference was discussing.

Kier, the day school pupil spent only 
a fifth of his time under the influence 
of his teachers; the other four-fifths 
were spent, if not in his home, 
at least away from this influence.

Norway is not a main theatre 
for German effort, but, on the contrary, 
quite a secondary one. It is, therefore, 
correspondingly suitable from the allied 
point of view. It seems possible, 
though, that “ tip-and-run’’ methods 
would suffice in the case of Norway. 
Already there is a considerable Allied 
avvo-naval activity off the Norwegian 
coasts, and there seems to be no reason 
why manor landings and raids should 
not be practised here, More than 
this would hardly be justified, how- 
ever; it would be unwise to tie up 
any really important effectives in this 
region. In any event, it would not be 
easy to maintain. steady aerial 
superiority so far from British home 
hases. 


IN FRANCE 


By comparison, there would be a

IN FINLAND 


Should Finland really drop out of 
the war the effect would be very far- 
reaching, indeed. There would accrue 
to the Russians an immediate and in- 
creasing relief that it would be difficult 
to over-estimate. Directly there would 
become available all the men and 
material up to the present tied up on 
the Finnish sector of the long battle- 
front. That, however, would be only a 
beginning; it ig next year that the 
real effects would begin to he felt. 
The Murmansk Railway would again 
become available as a supply line. 
Still more valuable would Be the free 
and unhampered use of the White Sea 
canal—facilitating the direct reinforce- 
ment of the Baltic Fleet by British 
and Polish craft. This could open up 
the possibility of resvrrecting the 
Fisher war plan of pre the other war 
—the last real war vlan the Admiralty 
seems to have possessed. Anything 
since that time has been merel, 
an expedient. 

A Finnish-Russian peace would so 
adversely affect Germany that she 
might be expected to oppose it by 
every means in her power — even to 
the extent of taking over that front 
with German troops. That, however, 
would be very troublesome, as it can- 
not possibly be easy now to find all 
the pecessary effectives. 


THE CASUALTIES 


The latest casualty claims by both 
Germans and Russians sound altogether 
fantastic—besides being flatly contra- 
dictory one of the other. They afford 
no real basis for any estimate. One 
thing only is quite certain—the casual- 
ties have been very heavy, indeed.

ST. PATRICK’S 
CATHEDRAL 


Ex-Service men assembled at St. 
Patrick’s Schoolhouse, under the direc- 
tion of the British Legion, Irish Metro- 
politan Branch, and marched from 
there to the Cathedral, where the 
afternoon Service of prayer, re- 
membrance, and dedication commenced 
with the hymn, “ All people that on 
earth do dwell.” 

The Lessons were read by General 
Sir Eric de Burgh, K.C.B., D.8.0O., 
O.B.E., and Major-General Sir George 
Franks, K.C.B. The collection for the 
Earl Haig Fund was preceded by a 
short address by the Rev. Canon 
Crooks, M.A, 

Taking his text from Corinthians 
1-15, “How are the dead raised, and 
with what body do they come?” the 
Canon spoke of certain considerations 
which seemed to show that this 
seemingly impossible thing was not as 
impossible as it seemed. People were 
still asking the very same question, in 
real mental sorrow. He pointed out 
that the change through death into a 
higher and nobler life takes place in 
the seed and in the harvest. 

Referring to the limitless creative 
power of God, the Canon illustrated 
the point by speaking of the change 
in Our Lord s body after the Resurrec- 
tion, the change between it and the 
body of the days of his flesh. Our 
Lord’s resurrected body was the real 
expression of His soul. Might not this 
convey to us some hint as to the nature 
of our resurrection body’ Speaking 
of the permanence of personality and 
of the fact that the Tictvine of the 
resurrection of the body was an asser- 
tion of the blessedness of the eternal 
life beyond, the Canon said that Christ 
redeemed man in both body and soul.
